Tue Hostire Inpians on THE 
Prains—Tueir Svuperstition.—A 
curious fact in connection with 
the recent Indian atrocities along 
the Overland route is probably 
not generally undestood, and may 
not be uninteresting to the public. 

The Indains have never disturb- 
ed the telegraph line, athough 
they have plundered, burned and 
murdered at various points along 
the line. They regard the wire as 
the breathing spirit of the Al- 
mighty, and are filled with super- 
stitious awe over its | perfurman- 
ces. This feeling owes its origin 
to the following ingenions expe- 
dient on the part of Creighton, a 
Superintendent of the Overland 
Telegraph Line, who, on the com- 
pletion of the line, desired to pro- 
tect it against Indian molestation: 

By arrangement he secured the 
attendance at Forts Kearny and 
Laramie—five hundred miles a- 
part—of two influential chiefs of 
the Sioux and Arapahoe tribes. 
They had not met for many months, 
but were intimate friends. Their 
relations with each other had been 
such that questions and answers 
between them were only compre- 
hensible to themselves. They 
talked together for an hour or two, 
but both manifested incredulity 
and suspected sume pale face 
‘jugglery. To make the impres- 
sion more forcible, Creighton at 
once arranged to have both chiefs 
start simultaneously from the re- 
spective puints and meet inidway 
for consultation. Two weeks 
were consumed in the journey, 
and the “red brothers” met in 
council. Of course a comparison 
of notes dissolved every doubt 
and strengthened the superstition 
and awe which had at first inspir- 
ed them. 

The effect of this ingenious ar- 
rangement has been of great ad- 
vantage to the Overland Tele- 
graph line. The wires have never 
heen broken by the Indians, even 
when stretches of hundreds of 
miles over which the line passes 
have been ravaged by predatory 
bands.—Sac. Union

Many of them 
state, when they join us and find 
that they are not immediately im- 
pressed into our army, that they 
have agreed to communicate the 
fact to their friends still with the 
enemy. Commuication is estab- 
lished between the deserters and 
their friends, and their plan has 
been found to be highly success- 
ful. Yesterday, a deserter fuarn- 
ished Captain Fleming, Provost 
Marshal, with the following letter, 
of which numerous copies were 
made and thrown, wrapped around 
stones, into the enemy’s line this

‘ 
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“Tu all whom it may concern: 
Boys I can happily inform yon: 
that I am iu the hands of the Uni- 
ted States troops at ‘this time. 
[ am very well satisfied as far as 
I have tried it, and I think I will 
be for months to come. Me and 
J. H. Wheat, H. P. Grey and J. 
J. Neighbors are all bere, and we 
are guing North for our health 
and rations, Also, boys I have 
talked with a great many smart 
They all tell me 
they don’t compel any man that 
comes into their lines to vo in the 
service if he don’t want to. After 
taking thewath he is a free man 
to go wherever he pleases and 
get from two to three dollars per 
day for work, and that is mach 
better than fighting for eleven 
dollars per month, and only half 
After you get the eleven 
dollars you can’t goto Peters- 
burg and buy even a watermelon, 
much less yuar dinner, and I have 
put up with it as long as I expect 
I am much the best satisfied 
here, and expect to start North in 
the morning, and expect to stay 
there till this war is ended. Boys, 
you can stay there if you choose; 
but if you were here for five min- 
utes you would not be back for-all 
the Confederate money Jeff. Da- 
vis ever had. So good-bye boys. 
Take care of yourselves. 
can write home, tell mother I will 
come home if this war ever ends.”
